Applicants believe that their application may be deemed abandoned for failing to pay 
the proper national stage fee when entering the national stage of PCT/FI00/00768 in 
the U.S. Receiving Office and hereby petitions for revival of the application 
abandoned unintentionally under 37 CFR 1.137(b).
